Particulurs have come to hand, says the 
oon—Gar u ident 
drowning at Bhamos few days ago of Count 
Emanuel de Homptinno, tho son of Count Joseph 
de Hemptinne of Ghent, Belziom. ‘Tho decens- 
ed with two friends, Mr.“Trasenster and Mr. 
Vivario, of Brages, arranged to taku a trij 
to the Malay States, where they rema'ned until 
the early part of lost month, whon they started 
for Rangoon, atriving hore on the 18th ultimo. 
After a day or two'in Rangoon, they started 
ona toar in Upper. Burma, and after visiting 
Tseveral places reached Bhamo, Qne morning 
last week: thoy all wont down to tho river fora 
bath, and the Couat, who was not a very good 
swimmer, drifted out of shallow water to 2 déep 
pool abont ten yorda from hia friend M. Vivario, 
. Trasenster being a considerable “distance 
away, Stiddenly he was heard to call out for 
‘help ond was seen’ to sink. M. 'Vivario 
quickly veached the spot and dived down. for 
him and “twice bronght him to :the surface, 
managing to keep Lis head above water’ for-
